It is encouraging, despite all the babble

REAKING THE SHACKLES 

It is not surprising that several thont- 
sand structural iron workers in New York 
should decide to tear up their union cards, 
cease paying tribute to the walking dele- 
gates of the American Federation of Labor 
and form en independent organization. 
This group, according to the press dis 
patches, is composed of the conservative 
element among the tron workers. The 
men who withdrew from the iron workers’ 
union say that they could no longer endure 
the humiliation of belonging to an organiza- 
tion so penetrated by graft, violence and 
sabotage. 

Bighteen months ago the walking dele- 
gates called the structural fron workers out 
on strike. The employers agreed to pay 
the demanded wage increase, but rebelled 
againet arbitrary restrictions not directly 
affecting wages and working conditions. 
The builders put this new scale of wages 
into effect, applying alike to members of 
the union and independent workmen. Then, 
according to those who have withdrawn, the 
walking delegates inaugurated a campaign 
of sabotage and violence. 


In addition to this they began demanding 
tribute of employers to permit unfon men 
to work for them. The members of the 
union found that they were thus bought 
and sold, were mere pawns in a game of 
graft and sabotage. Those among them 
who still valued their honor and their rights 
as American citizens revolted against such 
despicable and tyrannical practices. The 


result was the formation of an independent

organization that deals directly with em- 
ployers without interference by imported 
walking delegates. 

Apparently they are sincere in their de 
termination to obey the law and to give an 
honest day’s service for an adequate day's 
pay. Their first act was to incorporate un- 
der the New York State Membership Cor- 
poration Law. This is a marked contrast 
to the practices of the unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. None 
of these unions incorporates, for the very 
evident purpose of keeping outside the law. 

A Chicago instance of the practices which 
prevailed also in New York was recorded 
in a dispatch from Chicago on Thursday 
night telling of the arrests of three dyna 
miters caught in the act of bombing 4 
building occupied by a firm that employed 
independent workmen. Two of those ap 
prehended are reported to have confessed 
that they were a part of a dynamite gang 
who offered their services for a considera- 
tion, to “labor-union terrorists in their cam- 
paign of intimidation against employers who 
have dared to exercise liberty of action in 
the employment of men” and to bootleggers 
in their feuds with rival gangs. 

The policy of terrorism which has charac- 
terized the misleadership of unionism from 
the beginning, especially of this union, has 
made it actually more dangerous to violate 
an edict of the union or in any way to 
oppose it than to violate any existing law, 
State or national. This is the union which 
for many years carried on a campaign of 
dynamite and murder, culminating in the 
destruction of The Times Building and the 
murder of twenty of ite employees. For 
this series of crimes more than forty officials 
of the international union were convicted 
and given penitentiary sentences. John J. 
McNamara, arch-conspirator of them all, 
was triumphantly welcomed back into the 
same union after he had served bis peniten- 
tiary sentence. He wag restored to office 
and within a year was rearrested and bas 
since been again convicted of attempted

ALEXANDRA RITES SIMPLE 


Mantle of Seen Coiata Bier of Queen Mother on 
March to Westminster A bbey for Servcies

LONDON, Nov. 217.—Winter, reaching out an icy hand, laid & 
tribute on the bier of the gentle Alexandra, England's Queen Mother, 
today, covering her casket with a fleecy blanket of snow as it was 
trundled on a gun carriage from the Chapel Royal at St. James 
Palace to Westminster Abbey, where the simplest of ee services 


was conducted. 


Thus the Sea King’s daughter 
departed from the capital of her 


adopted’ empire as she had en- 
tered it, for the snow was also 
falling on that distant day, sixty- 
two years ago, when she came 
from Denmark to be the bride of 


Edward VII. Close behind the 
casket, walking along with bowed 


head, came her son, the King of 


a muffied In the great coat 
and wearing the plumed 
field marshal, which also received 
a coating of the white flakes be- 
fore the procession had gone far. 
Abreast behind this solitary fig- 
ure came the monarchs of Belgium, 
Norway and Denmark, and back 
of the Prince of Wales and his 
brothers came the Crown Princes 
of Rumania, Sweden, Denmark. 
Norway and Belgium, with Lord 
Lascelles and other nobles who 
have married into the royal family. 


WEAR DRESS UNIFORMS 

Under gray coats these royal fig- 
ures wore the dress unforme 
the ranke they held elther in the 
army or navy of Great Britain, 
but of the uniforms only the gold- 
braided hats relieved the austere 
shades of the funeral procession. 
There was but a single other spot 
eof color—Alexandra’s own royal 
standard, with which the casket 
was draped. 

At the boom of a gun marking 
11 o'clock the casket was brought 
from the Chapel Royal and placed 
on the same gun carriage used at 
the funerals of Queen Victoria and 
VII. equerries of 
Her Majesty took their places on 
the carriage and, at a word of 
command, the escorting companies 
of guards fell into step: King 
George emerged from the palace 
and the procession began its 
measured march through the Mall, 
Trafalgar Sqyare and Whitehall. 

Handkerchiefs found the eyes of 
many and sobs were heard in the 
ranks of the thousands who had 
waited for hours in the ecld and 
wet, for among them were some 
who had seen Alexandra pass up 
and down the same streets under 
clearer skies and in happier cir- 
cumstances. 

The soft, slow music to the ca- 
dence. of which the procession 
moved was stopped as the gun car- 
riage reached the entrance of the 
abbey and the coffin was carried 


into the darkened bullding on the 
bread gheulders of eight guards-

In the abbey. waiting the ar 
rival of the procession, was Queen 
Mary, dressed in deep black, her 
face covered with a heavy veil, 
and around her were the queens 
of Spain, Norway and Beigium, 
Princess Mary. the Duchess of 
York and several score of rela- 
tives. The Queen ard her party 
had driven directly from the pal- 
ace, arriving more than half an 
hour before the funeral procession. 

Queen Mary was a affected 
throughout the service.

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
read the service, the lessons and 
the collect, between which 
hymns were sung.

“The King,left his place, fol- 
lowed by ipRvcen and other roy- 
alty, to th® strains of Chopin's 
Funeral March, and after their 
withdrawal the cOngregation de- 
parted silently, leaving the casket 
on the catafalque alone before the 
altar of the great church. As the 
was emptied the sun sud- 
denly shone forth, its rays stream- 
ing through the windows and 
playing over the bier.

At 1 p.m. the doors of the ab- 
bey again were opened and a long 
procession began of those of the 
public desirous of paying 
tribute to the dead Queen for the 
last time. 


The coffin, after remaining in 
the abbey all of tonight. will be 
carried tomorrow morning te
